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Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 9-19 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 9-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Welch, et al. (US 2004/0065645A1 ). 

Welch et al disclose a method for providing control of the temperature of the dome 
of a reaction chamber (paragraph 0004). Fluid is flowing around the dome in order to 
control the temperature(paragraph 0011). The speed of the airflow is varied by 
proportional (PID) control(paragraph 0089). The gas is air and its flow is controlled 
(paragraph 0029 and 0048) which is controlled by fans. The disclosure that the control 
is independently controlled and is controlled in proportional control implies that the rate 
of flow of the air is continuously variable. The fluctuation of the dome temperature is 
prevented and the range is narrower than 25 degrees C(paragraph 0102). An RF 
antenna is inside the dome chamber(paragraph 0005 and 0006 and 0125). The voltage 
to the RF antenna is controlled(paragraph 0087). The disclosure that the temperature 
control can function independent of reaction implies that the reactor can be 
id led (paragraph 0098). The temperature of the dome is set as a set point(paragraph 
0100), so that the temperature is predefined. Temperature sensors are placed at 
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various locations and communicate with a processor(paragraph 0039). There is a 
process recipe or algorithm(paragraph 0089). There is a means for applying RF bias 
through additional coils (paragraph 0064). 

Welch et al teach air, but are silent with respect to CDA or clean dry air. 
Although Welch et al are silent with respect to CDA, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to have used CDA as the air 
because moisture would change properties of the air, which would cause less control of 
the temperature range, and because clean air would prevent deposition of impurities on 
the dome. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
